ADHS ... on the job 


Elizabeth J. Field, M.P.A., manages the state- 
wide vision program in the Office of Children’s 
Rehabilitative Services. A one-person operation in 
the Division of Family Health for over 18 years, 
she provides training and consultation to school 
and county health nurses, educators, aides and 
parent volunteers who do the actual vision 
screening. 

Field says the most satisfying part of her job is 
that 350,000 school children are screened each 
year. This year, 61% of the students with vision 
problems received eye examinations and treatment. 


Urging parents to follow-through, and finding funding for students who cannot 
afford treatment is a top program priority. 

Another concern is screening of preschoolers where there are no school 
nurses or volunteers to conduct screening programs. With the new approach to 
program planning and funding in ADHS, Field has high hopes that funds will be 
allocated for direct vision screening in preschools. If that happens, the number 
of preschoolers reported screened in 1985-86 will increase from 5,000 to 40,000 


in 1987-88.

An ADHS contract has just passed 
the first real test of the state’s pro- 
curement code. An award to Hamilton 
Test Systems to operate a network of 
vehicular emissions testing facilities for 
a five-year period beginning this year 
was challenged by a firm which had 
submitted the second proposal. After 
lengthy negotiations and hearings, 
attorneys for the competing firm 
discontinued prosecution of the 
pending protest and appeal.

Legislative update

Organ Donor - SB 1074: The marriage 
between the factions in Phoenix and 
Tucson is complete and this bill is now 
rolling. Protocols will be established by 
individual institution with DHS being 
written out altogether. 


Small Group Homes - HB 2015/SB 
1071: The house bill has passed over to 
the Senate without an appropriation. 
The senate bill has been amended to 
create a two year registration and study 
administered by DHS. 


Public Smoking Prohibited - HB 2187: 
Has passed out of the house and now 
the issue of the State law pre-empting 
local ordinances will be debated in the 
Senate. 


Underground Storage Tanks - HB 
2072: Passed out of the house. 


Family Planning Appropriation: After 
lengthy debate and attempts to amend, 
this bill has passed out of the house 
and has moved through the Senate 
Government Committee. Senator Davis 
has threatened to filibuster when it 
reaches the floor. 


Control of AIDS - HB 2148: A strike- 
all amendment that failed 28-25 in the 
House Committee of the Whole. Could 
return as a tag-on later in the session. 


Commission on Septic Tanks - HB 
2334: Passed out of the House without 
any appropriation. 


Ambulance Rates - SB 1316: Passed 
out of the Senate with the operating © 
ratio removed. Now call for timely DHS 
response, automatic CON renewal 
unless DHS can show cause and allows 
providers to represent themselves at 
hearing. 


CMI - HB 2511/SB 1336: The issues 
change daily and probably won't be 
resolved until late in the session. 
Current components include: a separate 
DHS Division of Behavioral Health, 
additional funding for computer 
tracking, program evaluation, screening; 
pilot projects in urban and rural areas 
and on and on. 


State EPA - SB 1266: Establishes 
separate Department of Environment. 
Has passed out of committee and 
awaits fioor action in the Senate. 

Water and Air issues are being hotly 
debated but as yet no specific 
legislative action has occurred.
